APPENDIX. 


REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

We,  your  committee,  have  taken  the  subject  of  education  into  conside- 
ration and  find  that  our  people  are  becoming  more  deeply  interested  in 
this  important  work.  And  whereas,  education  is  the  only  power  by 
which  a  race  of  people  can  rise  to  a  higher  plane  of  civilization  and  citi- 
zenship; 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  our  people  to  secure  educated  min- 
isters to  fill  our  pulpits,  and  competent  teachers  to  train  and  instruct  our 
young  people. 

We  believe  that  a  minister  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Chri-t  is  or  ought  to 
be  a  successful  educator,  he  being  an  educated  man.  Therefore,  we  re- 
joic;:  to  see  the  rapid  advancement  of  our  churches  toward  an  educated, 
pious  ministry.  As  our  sole  object  is  the  diffusion  of  ihe  Gospel  of  Light, 
we  cannot  be  too  careful  of  the  intellectual  and  spiritual  qualifications  of 
our  ministers.  Our  people  are  becoming  more  intelligent,  and  therefore 
more  critical.  Witness  the  secular  and  theological  institutions  springing 
up  throughout  our  beloved  land.  We  are  glad  to  record  that  the  Bap- 
tists are  not  behind  in  this  noble  cause.  This  Convention  has  ever 
manifested  a  most  earnest  desire  to  build  up  denominational  schools  We 
are  proud  of  our  Baptist  schools  in  Richmond,  Va  ,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  Co- 
lumbia, S.  C  Selma,  Ala.,  and  Raleigh.  N.  C. 

Let  us  improve  the  present  and  see  that  our  institutions  of  learning* 
are  fully  equal  to  the  great  and  growing  demands  made  upon  them.  A 
denominational  school  gives  strength  to  the  denomination  that  supports 
it,  supplies  its  ministers  and  professional  men. 

Your  committee  would  urge  upon  our  denomination  the  importance 
of  sustaining  Shaw  University,  at  Raleigh.  N.  C.  We  are  grateful  to 
God  for  what  it  has  done  in  the  past,  and  willing  to  trust  it  in  the  future, 
and  recommend  it  to  others. 

We  further  recommend  to  this  Convention  the  necessity  and  duty  of 
selecting  and  educating  some  young  man  for  the  ministry  at  Shaw  Uni- 
versity as  soon  as  practicable,  and  thereby  evince  its  appreciation  of  the 
noble  work' done  by  said  University  in  training  our  young  men  for  the 
ministry.

REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

I  have  visited  some  of  our  largest  churches  and  Associations,  both  in 
the  east  and  in  the  west,  and  find  the  people  both  ready  and  willing  to 
aid  both  foreign  and  home  mission  work.  They  seem  to  feel  a  deep  in- 
terest in  the  evangelization  of  the  heathen,  and  especially  those  of  Africa.

They  are  also  anxious  to  have  some  one  sent  to  the  various  destitute 
localities  of  our  own  State.  I  find  it  much  easier  to  enlist  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  masses  than  to  interest  the  Baptist  clergy.  You  can,  with 
the  proper  machinery,  secure  sufficient  means  to  support  a  missionary 
in  Africa,  besides  supporting  two  or  three  good  and  efficient  missiona- 
ries in  our  own  State.  What  we  need  is  a  few  good  Boards  properly 
located  and  composed  of  such  of  our  brethren  as  are  interested  in  the 
work  to  which  they  may  he  appointed,  and  who  will  command  the  uni- 
versal respect  of  our  brethren  throughout  the  State.  Could  such  Boards 
as  have  been  suggested  above  be  appointed  by  this  Convention,  there 
need  be  no  fears  as  to  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  I  might,  were  the  Convention  disposed  to  hear,  give  some 
illustrations  of  what  I  have  already  said.  The  following  chinches  con- 
tributed the  amounts  annexed  to  my  travelling  expenses,  viz  :  Halifax, 
$1.83;  First  Weld  on  Bapt'st  church,  56  cents;  Gaston,  $2.50;  Eoanoke 
Salem,  75  cents;  Second  Weldon,  $1.00;  Plymouth,  $2.10;  Greensboro, 
75  cents;  Salisbury.  $5.50  ;  Company  Slums,  80  cents  ;  Forestville,  $1.07; 
Wake  Forest.  $1.04 ;  Hill^boro,  40  cents  ;  Mitchell's  Chapel,  $1  25.  Total 
$19.49.  Total  number  of  miles  traveled  1.170.  Expenses  for  travel, 
$3510.  Expenses  for  stationery,  &c,  $1.00.  Total  expenses,  $36.10. 
Difference  $16.61 .  I  have  travelled  nearly  600  miles  not  included  in  this 
report,  because  I  either  had  other  business  or  incurred  ho  expense.

SECOND  DAY -MORNING  SESSION. 

Thursday,  October  21st,  1880. 

Met  on  time,  President  in  the  Chair      Devotional  Exer- 
cises by  Rev.  G.  W.  Harris. 

The  roll  was  called  and  new  arrivals  enrolled. 
Proceedings  of  the  previous  sessions  read  and  approved. 
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A  resolution  by  A.  M.  Conway  was  read,  and  after  discus- 
sion, rejected. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Mundy,  of  the  white  Baptist  Church  of  War- 
renton,  was  introduced  to  the  Convention  by  Elder  Crosby, 
and,  upon  request  of  the  Chair,  addressed  the  Convention 
for  half  an  hour  in  an  appeal  that  moved  the  hearts  of  all 
present.  He  presented  the  subject  of  Foreign  Missions  and 
its  importance  in  a  clear  and  forcible  manner. 

By  request,  J.  0.  Hayes  addressed  the  Convention  upon 
the  same  subject. 

On  motion,  the  remainder  of  the  forenoon  was  devoted  to 
hearing  addresses  from  different  brethren  on  the  subject  of 
Foreign  Missions.     Bro.  Hayes  said  : 

Brethren — My  heart  is  stirred  and  wholly  aroused  to  the  importance 
of  the  subject  of  Foreign  Missionary  work,  and  especially  in  Africa.  The 
gospel  work  will  not  be  accomplished  until  every  benighted  soul  in 
Africa  has  heard  the  glad  tidings. 

A.  M.  Conway  next  spoke.  W.  H.  Banks,  W.  T.  H. 
Woodward  and  A.  Shepard,  favored  -devoting  one  Sunday 
in  each  year  to  praying,  preaching  and  collecting  money  to 
extend  the  Missionary  work  in  Africa. 

A  resolution  by  J.  Perry  was  read  and  discussed,  Revs. 
Dockery,  Best,  Smith  and  F.  R.  Howell  participating. 

The  hour  to  adjourn  having  arrived,  a  collection  of  $14 
for  Foreign  Missions  was  taken,  and  the  Convention  ad- 
journed, with  the  usual  exercises  and  benediction. 

Afternoon  Session. 

Met  on  time.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Con- 
vention was  called  to  order,  and  devotional  exercises  con- 
ducted by  the  Vice  President. 

Proceedings  of  the  forenoon  read,  corrected  and  approved. 

The  resolution  by  J.  Perry  was  read  a  second  time  and 
discussed  by  Bros.  Smith  and  Crosby. 

An  amendment  offered  by  Elder  Crosby  was  adopted  and 
the  following  appointed  a  committee  to  nominate  a  Home 
and  Foreign  Mission  Board,  and  also  an  Educational  Board  : 
J.  O.  Crosby,  A.  M.  Conway,  M.  J.  Joyner,  W.  H.  Shaw  and 
Z.  H.  Berry. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  resolved  itself  into  a  commit- 
tee of  the  whole  on  Grievances. 

On  motion,  W.  H.  Banks  was  called  to  the  Chair.

On  motion,  the  matter  of  Shiloh  Association  was  taken 
up,  and  W.  A.  Patillo  made  some  remarks  relative  to  the 
grievance  between  Shiloh  and  Cedar  Grove  Associations. 
J.  0.  Crosby  made  a  statement  concerning  the  same.  F.  R. 
Howell  and  W.  A.  Patillo  also  made  statements. 

Harmony  and  conciliation  were  reached  and  love  pre- 
vailed. All  misunderstandings  were  amicaMy  adjusted, 
and  each  Association  retained  her  relative  position  in  the 
Convention  by  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Finance 
Committee. 

The  Committee  rose. 

Adjourned.     Benediction  by  the  Chair. 

Evening  Exercises. 

Long  before  the  arrival  of  the  hour  for  the  services  to  be- 
gin, the  church  was  filled  beyond  its  seating  capacity.  Ex- 
tra seats  were  brought — the  aisles  from  the  doors  to  the 
pulpit  were  literally  packed ;  the  platform  and  even  the 
steps  of  the  pulpit  were  crowded.  The  time  till  the  arrival 
of  the  stated  hour  for  preaching  was  spent  in  singing  soul- 
stirring  songs  and  hymns  by  the  large  and  apparently  hap- 
py congregation. 

W.  H.  Banks,  of  the  Ebenezer  Baptist  church  of  Wil- 
mington, introduced  the  worship  with  hymn  672,  "  Hinder 
me  not,"  &c.  Prof.  N.  F.  Poberts  of  Shaw  University,  read 
xiii  ch.  of  I  Cor.  and  ii  ch.  of  James.  Elder  Banks  offered 
prayer.  • 

The  Missionary  Sermon  was  set  for  this  occasion,  and 
Elder  Z.  H  Berry,  who  had  been  selected  to  preach  it,  was 
introduced  to  the  audience.  He  arose  and  took  as  text,  Hag- 
gai  i:  5.  After  an  interesting  and  enthusiastic  discourse  of 
35  minutes  the  speaker  closed,  the  subject  being,  as  it  were, 
exhausted.     Prayer  was  offered  by  Elder  J.  H.  Washington. 

A  collection  for  Missionary  purposes  to  the  amount  of 
$15.23  was  taken. 

Temperance  Sermon  by  EJder  R.  I.  Walden  was  an- 
nounced to  be  preached  to-morrow  night. 

The  services  were  closed  with  the  benediction  by  Elder 
Banks. 
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THIRD  DAY—MORNING  SESSION. 

Friday,  October  22,  l'< 

The  Convention  re-assembled  at  the  usual  hour,  Vice- 
President  presiding.  After  devotional  exercises,  the  roll 
was  called. 

The  proceedings  of  the  previous  evening  and  afternoon 
sessions  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion,  committee  on  grievances  submitted  its  report, 
which  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  resolved  itself  into  a  commit- 
tee of  the  whole  to  hear  and  adjust  other  differences  or 
misunderstandings. 

W.  H.  Banks  was  requested  to  preside. 

Elder  Thomas  Parker  was  requested  to  state  his  cause  for 
grief.  He  did  so.  Afterwards  statements  were  made  by 
Elders  Conway,  Best  and  Banks.  E.  E.  Smith  contributed 
some  remarks.  Amity  was  not  distant,  and  was  soon  felt  to 
prevail.  The  two  Associations,  represented  by  brethren 
Banks  and  Parker,  between  which  the  difference  seemed  to 
exist,  were  soon  set  right  and  held  their  places  in  the  Con- 
vention. 

On  motion,  the  committee  rose  and  reported,  which  was 
adopted. 

On  motion,  the  following  were  appointed  committee  on 
Time  and  Place  of  next  meeting  of  the  Convention,  viz  : 
A.  B.  Williams,  W.  H.  Banks,  A.  M.  Conway,  W.  W.  Ar- 
lington, S.  W.  Dockery,  A.  N.  Buck  and  W.  A.  Green. 

A  resolution,  offered  by  Elder  W.  T.  IT.  Woodard,  was 
adopted.     (See  resolution.) 

The  time  to  adjourn  having  arrived,  on  motion,  the  same 
was  extended  ten  minutes. 

An  order  from  the  delegates  of  the  Shiloh  Association  for 
the  amount  due  from  the  same,  was  accepted  by  the  Con- 
vention. 

Fifteen  minutes  was  extended  to  Prof.  N.  F.  Roberts,  who 
made  a  statement  relative  to  the  condition  of  the  Expositor. 

Adjourned  with  prayer  by  A.  Shepard. 

Afternoon  Session. 

Met  as  agreed.  The  Vice  President  occupied  the  Chair. 
Prayer  by  Elder  Howell. 
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The  proceedings  of  the  forenoon  session  were  read  and 
adopted. 

The  committee  on  Time  and  Place  submitted  its  report, 
which,  on  motion,  was  adopted.     (See  report.) 

The  committee  on  New  Churches,  &c,  reported.  (See  re- 
port.) 

Elder  Conway  and  others  were  granted  leave  of  absence. 

On  motion,  the  Zion  Association  represented  by  Joseph 
Ratcliff,  containing  seventeen  churches,  was  admitted  into 
the  Convention  upon  the  receipt  of  $5.00  cash  and  with  the 
understanding  that  the  balance  due  from  said  Association 
would  be  forthcoming. 

On  motion,  the  following  were  constituted  a  committe  to 
adjust  a  difference  existing  between  the  Neuse  River  and 
Reedy  Creek  Associations,  viz :  S.  W.  Dockery,  0.  Bullock, 
G.  W.  Holland,  P.  T.  Hall  and  W.  H.  Banks/ 

On  motion,  thirty  minutes  were  consumed  in  discussing 
the  importance  of  sustaining  the  African  Expositor  as  the 
organ  of  the  Convention. 

At  this  juncture  the  Secretary  read  an  interesting  letter 
from  Prof.  E.  H.  Lipscombe  of  Durham,  pertaining  to  the 
subject,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  printing, 
with  permission  to  publish  or  not. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  any  action  relative  to  presenting 
the  subject  of  the  Expositor  was  in  order. 

R.  I.  Walden  spoke,  and  in  his  remarks  said:  "  If  the 
African  Expositor  is  the  paper  that  meets  the  wants  of 
the  members  of  the  Convention,  sustain  it  and  if  it  is  not 
what  we  need,  make  it  such. 

G.  W.  Perry  next  spoke,  favoring  the  Expositor. 

N.  F.  Roberts  desired  to  secure  two  thousand  subscribers 
to  the  African  Expositor. 

To  the  same  effect  spoke  W.  T.  H.  Woodward. 

Prof.  E.  E.  Smith  followed  with  an  able  and  elaborate  ar- 
gument in  favor  of  an  organ  of  this  Convention,  entirely 
under  its  control  and  e'xclusively  to  its  interest.  Such  a 
paper,  he  thought,  would  meet  the  wants  of  the  Baptist 
masses,  and  be  liberally  supported. 

A.  Shepard  and  W.  A.  Green  favored  supporting  the 
Expositor. 

F.  R.  Howell  made  an  interesting  address. 

On  motion,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  this  Conven- 
tion was  endorsed  as  the  agent  of  the  African  Expositor. 
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On  motion,  the  committee  on  Education  submitted  their 
report,  which  was  adopted.     (See  report.) 

Committee  to  appoint  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Board 
made  report.     Adopted. 

On  motion,  E.  E.  Smith,  A.  B.  Williams  and  W.  H.  Banks 
were  appointed  messengers  to  the  white  Convention  to  as- 
semble on  17th  proximo. 

G.  W.  Holland,  Missionary,  made  his  report,  which  was 
received  and  adopted.  The  Convention  voted  to  pay  him 
seventy-five  ($75)  dollars,  being  balance  due. 

The  committee  on  the  matter  of  .Reedy  Creek  and  Neuse 
River  Associations  reported.     The  same  was  adopted. 

On  motion  the  Convention  donated  $5  to  the  Rocky 
Mount  church. 

Adjourned,  with  prayer  by  W.  A.  Green. 

Evening  Exercises. 

Elder  A.  Shepard  introduced  the  services  by  singing 
hymn  5,  "  Before  Jehovah's  awful  throne,"  &c.  Rev.  R.  I. 
Walden  followed  by  reading  1st  ch.  I  Epistle  General  of 
Peter.  Prayer  by  Bro.  Shepard.  Elder  W.  T.  H.  Wood- 
ward read  hymn  486,  "Hark,  my  soul,  it  is  the  Lord,"  &c. 

Rev.  Walden  was  introduced  to  preach  the  Temperance 
Sermon.  After  prefatory  remarks,  he  took  as  text,  Galla- 
tians  vi:  7:  "Be  not  deceived  ;  God  is  not  mocked."  &c.  He 
divided  the  subject  thus: 

1st    Temperance  defined,     (a.)  What  the  Bible  says  about  it. 

2d.  Will  God  punish  those  who  disobey?    (b.)  God  has  always  done  so. 

The  discourse  was  logical,  practical  and  instructive. 

After  the  sermon  closed  the  congregation  sang,  "  Let  us 
cheer  the  weary  traveler,"  &c,  led  by  Elder  Woodward. 
Prayer  by  G.  W.  Harris. 

A  collection  of  $1C36  was  taken  for  Missionary  purposes. 

The  services  closed  as  usual.  • 


FOURTH  DAY— MORNING  SESSION. 

Saturday,  October  23,  1880. 

The  Vice  President  opened  the  session  at  the  usual  hour 
with  devotional  exercises.

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  previous 
afternoon  and  evening  sessions  were  read,  corrected,  and 
adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Finance  Committee  submitted  its  report, 
and  the  same  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  submitted  his 
annual  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted. 

The  Convention  voted  the  sum  of  $25  to  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary. 

On  motion,  the  following  were  constituted  the  Executive 
Beard  for  the  ensuing  vear,  viz:  Profs.  N.  F.  Roberts  and 
E.  E.  Smith,  and  Elders  J.  Perry,  R.  I.  Walden,  D.  T.  Best, 
A.  N.  Buck  and  AV.  A.  Green. 

The  hour  to  adjourn  having  arrived,  the  time  was  ex- 
tended until  the  business  of  the  Convention  be  completed. 

The  names  of  B.  Hasty,  Charles  Johnson  and  A.  D.  Bain 
were  ordered  spread  on  these  minutes  as  non-recognized 
ministers  by  this  Convention,  and  men  of  disreputable 
standing  in  their  several  communities. 

On  motion,  the  Recording  Secretary  was  allowed  §15  for 
recording  and  compiling  the  proceedings  of  this  session  of 
the  Convention. 

On  motion,  $10  was  paid  the  Corresponding  Secretary  for 
the  purpose  of  furnishing  his  office  with  the  necessary  im- 
plements to  facilitate  the  duties  of  the  same. 

W.  H.  Banks  was  allowed  $3.50  for  fare  to  attend  the 
Convention  of  our  white  brethren  to  convene  in  the  city  of 
Goldsboro,  Nov.  17th,  1880. 

On  motion,  $4.75  was  ordered  to  be  paid  Elder  C.  John- 
son for  money  advanced  in  getting  our  circulars,  &c. 

The  Treasurer  submitted  his  annual  report,  and  the  same 
was  adopted. 

A  petition  from  the  Second  Baptist  Church  of  Weldon, 
asking  aid,  was  read,  and  the  sum  of  $10  was  given  to  Elder 
W.  R.  Mason  for  the  same.  Elders  Walden  and  Mason  in 
a  brief  but  neat  manner,  thanked  the  Convention  for  the  do- 
nation. 

The  Recording  Secretary  was  requested  to  write  an  obit- 
uary of  Miss  M.  Barker. 

On  motion,  the  President  was  empowered  to  appoint  aux- 
iliary committees. 

On  motion,  the  committee  on  Nomination  of  the  differ- 
ent Boards  reported,  and  the  same  was  adopted. 
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On  motion,  the  Publication  Committee  was  requested  to 
appoint  an  Educational  Board. 

An  interesting  letter  from  Elder  E.  G.  Corprevv,  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  of  the  Va.  Bap.  State  Convention,  was 
read  ;  also  one  from  Elder  E.  Eagles  of  Charlotte,  and  one 
from  Elder  J.  Baysmore,  were  also  read.  These  were  all 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Printing,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  extracts  for  publication. 

The  name  of  Elder  C.  C.  Losson  having  appeared  last 
year  incorrect,  the  same  was  corrected. 

Elders  R.  I.  Walden  and  J.  0.  Crosby  were  elected  dele- 
gates from  this  to  attend  the  next  session  of  the  Va.  Baptist 
State  Convention  to  convene  in  Charlottsvillein  May,  1881. 

Elders  E.  Eagles,  W.  H.  Banks,  J.  H.  Washington  and  C. 
Johnson,  were  chosen  as  Corresponding  Messengers  from 
this  to  attend  the  next  session  of  the  S.  C.  Convention. 

Revs.  J.  Perry,  A.  N.  Buck,  C.  Johnson  and  F.  R.  Howell, 
were  appointed  Delegates  from  this  to  attend  the  Conven- 
tion to  meet  at  Montgomery,  Ala.,  Nov.  24th,  1880. 

On  motion,  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Treasurer,  Elder 
A.  B.  Williams,  was  ordered  paid  by  the  Convention  to  and 
from  the  same. 

On  motion,  the  Sexton  of  the  church  was  allowed  $2.50 
for  his  services. 

On  motion,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  the  brothers 
and  sisters  and  friends  in  general,  of  Warrenton,  for  their 
unsurpassed  hospitality  given  the  members  of  the  Conven- 
tion during  its  sitting.  And  also  to  the  various  railroad 
companies  for  reclnced  fare. 

Brethren  Howell,  Smith,  Roberts,  Woodward,  Parker  and 
Joyner  made  interesting  remarks,  expressing  their  deter- 
mination to  labor  zealously  to  extend  the  work  and  bless- 
ings of  the  Convention. 

Several  ministers  were  assigned  to  preach  at  the  different 
churches  in  the  town  and  vicinity  on  Sunday,  among  whom 
were  Elders  Banks,  Green,  Walden,  Norwood,  Parker  and 
Mason. 

The  labors  of  the  Convention  being  completed,  the  same 
adjourned  amid  farewell  good-byes,  &c,  to  meet  with  the  Eb- 
enezer  Baptist  church,  in  the  city  of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  on 
"Wednesday  before  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  1881,  at 
10  o'clock,  A.  M.

Dear  Brethren — I  am  neither  sage  nor  saint,  that  I  take  the  liberty 
to  intrude  upon  your  time  and  patience  by  submitting  to  you  my  humble 
but  honest  convictions  in  respect  to  the  importance  and  necessity  of 
adopting  and  sustaining  a  paper  to  be  published,  at  least  so  far  as  its  policy 
is  concerned  in  the  interest  of  the  60,030  colored  Baptists  of  our  State. 
No,  I  write  not  with  an  air  of  assumed  dictation  ;  nor  do  I  write  to  coun- 
teract, or  even  disparage,  any  just  and  fraternal  proposition  that  may  be 
brought  before  the  Convention  by  any  brother.  But  I  do  write  because 
my  editorial  connection  with  the  Expositor,  which  is  now  in  suspense, 
renders  it  not  improper  that  I  should  give  some  expression  to  my  breth- 
ren on  the  question  of  having,  for  our  mutual  edification,  an  organ — an 
organ  conducted  in  the  peculiar  interest  of  the  60,000  colored  Baptists  of 
North  Carolina,  and  hence  deserving  of  the  full,  free,  hearty,  conscien- 
tious and  undying  support  of  the  entire  60,000.  And  be  it  remembered, 
brethren,  that  when  I  speak  of  the  peculiar  interest  of  the  colored  Bap- 
tists of  this  State,  I  refer  to  our  interest  as  connected  with  all  the  facili- 
ties that  have  been,  and  may  be,  put  within  our  reach  by  Northern  phi- 
lanthropists. In  short,  I  refer  to  our  interest  as  connected  with  all  the 
facilities  we  have,  from  whatever  source  derived.  I  simply  mean,  then, 
that  I  favor  nothing  short  of  unanimity  of  action,  so  far  as  it  can  be  ob- 
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tained,  by  all  who  are  identified  with  the  interest  of  the  colored  Baptists 
of  the  State.  Of  course  I  am  not  so  wreckless  as  to  intimate  that  we 
can  force,  or  ought  to  force,  anyone  into  compliance  with  measures  about 
which  they  have  doubts  or  fears,  because  I  know  that  the  conscience  of 
a  good  christian  will  compel  him  in  compliance  with  any  measure  that 
carries  in  itself  the  essence  of  right,  especially  when  he  cannot  offer  a. 
more  acceptable  substitute.  My  dicture  is,  that  we,  representing  as  we 
do  a  large  membership  in  a  large  and  important  field,  need,  ought  to 
have,  and  can  have,  an  organ.  We  can  neither  understand  one  another 
nor  the  field,  till  we  provide  ourselves  with  the  means  of  a  general  com- 
munication. And  worst  of  all,  we  cannot  advance,  as  we  might,  till  wc 
co-operate.  We  cannot  co-operate  till  there  be  among  us  a  general  under- 
standing as  to  our  denominational  interests.  Finally,  we  cannot  come 
to  any  general  understanding  till  we  have  a  medium  through  which  to  ex- 
change ideas  and  suggestions.  This  medium  must  be  a  paper,  and  this- 
paper,  w^hile  it  can  be  easily  edited  and  mailed  by  individuals,  must  cer- 
tainly be  sustained  by  the  denomination,  in  the  form  of  both  funds  and 
influence. 

In  conclusion,  brethren,  I  recommend  to  your  favorable  notice,  our 
great  need  of  an  organ.  We  will  present  a  rather  awkward  appearance 
as  contrasted  with  our  brethren  of  our  sister  States  until,  under  the  in- 
fluence of  a  well-proportioned  organ,  we  are  better  organized.  For  my 
part,  I  am  for  the  succe.-s  of  the  whole  cause,  heart  and  hand,  but  I  am 
for  nothing  shorter.

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CONSTITUTION. 


We,  the  Ministers  and  delegates  from  various  Baptist  Churches  in 
North  Carolina,  met  in  the  town  of  Goldsboro,  N.  C,  on  the  18th  of  Oc- 
tober, 1867,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  propriety  of  entering  into 
some  general  organization  for  our  mutual  improvement  and  the  diffu- 
sion of  the  principles  of  the  Gospel,  agree  to  the  following  rules  or  fun- 
damental principles  : 

Article  1.  This  body  shall  be  styled  "  The  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina." 

Abt.  2.  It  shall  be  the  design  of  this  Convention  to  promote  State 
Missions  and  Ministerial  Education,  and  other  important  objects  con- 
nected with  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom,  and  to  combine  for  this  purpose 
such  portions  of  the  Baptist  denomination  in  North  Carolina,  as  may  de- 
sire a  general  organization  for  christian  benevolence,  which  shall  fully 
respect  the  independence  and  equal  rights  of  the  churches. 

AKT.  3.  This  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  life  members,  annual 
members  or  delegates  who  are  in  good  and  regular  standing  in  Mission- 
ary Baptist  churches.  By  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  a  person  may  be- 
come a  life  member,  and  by  the  payment  of  one  dollar  an  annual  mem- 
ber. Any  Association  can  be  represented  by  the  payment  of  50  e  nts 
per  church,  and  may  send  one  delegate  for  every  ten  churches  or  fraction 
thereof.  Any  single  church  in  good  standing  may  be  represented  by  the 
payment  of  one  dollar.  All  mcney  paid  into  the  Convention  by  life 
members,  annual  members,  or  single  churches,  shall  be  used  for  Ministe- 
rial Education.  Ministers  in  charge  of  regular  Baptist  churches  will  be 
considered  ex-ofhcio  members  of  the  Convention. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Convention  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer,  and  a  Recording  and  Corresponding  Secretary, 
who  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  session  and  hold  their  office  until 
their  successors  are  elected. 

Art.  5.  This  Convention  shall  elect  at  its  annual  meeting  as  many 
Boards  of  Managers  as  in  its  judgment  will  be  necessary  for  carrying  out 
the  benevolent  objects  it  may  determine  to  promote,  all  of  which  Boards 
shall  continue  in  office  until  a  new  election.  Each  Board  shall  consist  of 
a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  as  many 
other  members  as  may  be  deemed  sufficient,  five  of  whom,  including  one 
or  more  of  the  officers  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. To  each  Board  shall  be  committed  during  the  recess  of  the  Con- 
vention, the  entire  management  of  all  the  affairs  relating  to  the  object 
with  whose  interest  it  shall  be  charged,  all  of  which  management  shall 
be  in  strict  accordance  with  the  constitutional  provisions  adopted  by  this 
Convention,  and  sujh  other  instructions  as  may  be  given  from  time  to 
time.  Each  Board  shall  have  power  to  make  such  compensation  to  its 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  as  it  may  think  right,  fill  the  vacancies  occurring 
in  its  own  body,  and  enact  its  by-laws. 

Art.  6.  The  Treasurer  of  each  Board  shall  faithfully  account  for  all 
moneys  received  by  him,  keep  a  regular  entry  of  all  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements, and  make  a  report  of  them  to  the  Convention  whenever  it 
shall  be  in  session,  and  to  his  Board  as  often  as  required.  He  shall  also, 
on  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  competent  security  to  the 
Superintendent  of  his  Board  for  all  the  stock  and  funds  committed  to  his 
care.  His  books  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  any  mem- 
ber of  this  Convention  and  of  his  Board.  No  money  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  Treasuries  of  the  Boards,  but  by  an  order  from  that  Board  from 
whose  Treasury  the  money  is  to  be  drawn,  which  order  shall  be  signed 
b  y  its  presiding  officer. 
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Art.  7.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  several  Boards  shall 
maintain  intercourse  by  letter  with  such  individuals  or  public  bodies  as 
the  interests  of  their  respective  bodies  may  require.  Copies  of  all  such 
communications,  with  their  answers,  if  any,  shall  be  kept  by  them  on 
tile. 

Art.  8.  The  Recording  Secretary  of  the  several  Boards  shall  keep  a 
fair  record  of  their  proceedings  and  of  such  other  documents  as  may  be 
committed  to  them  for  the  purpose. 

Art.  9.  All  the  Officers,  Boards,  Missionaries,  and  Agents,  appointed 
by  the  Convention  or  by  anv  of  its  Boards,  shall  be  members  of  some 
regular  church  in  union  with  the  churches  composing  this  Convention. 

Art.  10.  Missionaries  appointed  by  any  of  the  Boards  of  this  Conven- 
tion must,  previous  to  their  appointment,  furnish  evidence  of  genuine 
piety,  fervent  zeal  in  the  Master's  cause,  and  talents  which  fit  them  for 
the  service  for  which  they  offer  themselves. 

Art.  11.  The  bodies  and  individuals  composing  this  Convention  shall 
have  the  right  to  specify  the  object  to  which  their  contributions  shall  be 
applied,  but  when  no  specification  is  made  the  Convention  will  make  the 
appropriation  at  its  own  discretion. 

Art.  12.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  annuall}*,  but  extra 
meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  with  the  approbation  of  any 
one  of  the  Boards  of  Managers.  A  majority  of  the  attending  delegates 
shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Art.  13.  Any  alteration  which  experience  shall  dictate  may  be  made 
in  these  articles,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 


RULES  OF  DECORUM. 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  each  session  at  the  hour  appointed 
at  the  adjournment,  and  call  the  members  to  order,  and  on  the  appear- 
ance of  a  quorum,  cause  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  session  to  be  read. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  Convention  by  any  member. 

3.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting.  He  shall 
have  the  right  to  call  any  brother  to  perform  the  duties  temporarily. 

4.  The  President  shali  not  vote,  only  in  case  of  a  tie.  And  if  he  re- 
fuse to  vote  in  a  tie  the  matter  is  decided  in  the  negative. 

y.  He  shall  not  speak  in  debate  while  occup3ring  the  chair;  but  may 
call  another  to  the  chair,  and  he  shall  have  the  same  right  in  debate  as 
any  other  member. 

0.  When  any  member  wishes  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the: 
Convention  he  shall  first  rise  from  his  seat  and  address  the  chair. 

7.  When  two  bi  others  rise  at  the  same  time  the  President  shall  name 
the  one  to  speak. 

8.  No  member  shall  speak  but  twice  on  the  same  question  until  all  who  wish 
to  speak  have  spoken. 

9.  Decency  of  speech  shall  be  observed  and  personal  reflection  avoided. 

10.  While  the  chair  is  putting  a  question,  or  any  brother  speaking,  no  one 
shall  be  allowed  to  walk  across  the  house,  or  whisper  or  otherwise  interrupt 
him. 

11.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall  be  received  except  to  ad- 
journ, to  lay  on  the  table,  postpone  or  amend. 

12.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  in  time  to  do  their  duty. 

13.  All  committees  shkll  be  three  if  not  otherwise  ordered. 

14.  No  standing  rule  shall  be  altered  or  suspended  except  by  a  two-third  vote 
of  the  Convention. 

15.  The  Rules  of  Decorum  shall  be  read  in  the  opening  of  each  annual  session 
of  the  Convention,  and  as  many  times  during  the  session  as  may  be  deemed 
practicable.  . 

16.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  intrude  on  the  time  by  long  debate  in  this 
Convention.

Direction  under  which  the  several  boards  on  foreign  and  domestic  duties  shal 
work : 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  foreign  mission  board  to  call  and  hold  meetings  at 
every  convenient  point  in  their  respective  neighborhoods  and  to  put  forth  every 
effort  in  their  power  to  arouse  the  people  to  the  great  necessity  of  raising  money 
for  the  foreign  mission  work.  Their  work  shall  be  in  concert  with  the  national 
executive  committee  and  under  the  direction  of  the  vice  president. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  home  mission  board  to  look  carefully  after  the  in- 
terest of  the  home  mission  work  and  to  raise  money  for  its  support  by  calling 
and  holding  meetings  for  this  purpose  in  their  respective  neighborhoods. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  educational  board  to  look  carefully  and  diligently 
after  the  educational  work  of. the  State  and  especially  the  ministerial  education. 
They  shall  report  to  the  convention  the  number  of  students  studying  for  the 
ministery  and  the  amount  of  money  paid  for  education  from  all  sources. 

Each  board  shall,  before  the  convening  of  the  convention,  prepare  a  full  report 
of  all  their  proceedings,  which  reports  shall  be  brought  to  the  convention,  and 
days  will  be  set  apart  for  the  hearing  and  discussion  of  each  report.
